11 of the M40 at Wildmere

clothing, homeware, DIY and 
garden products. 

Marks & Spencer 
spokesman Brett Lowther 
said: “We are in discussions 
about a potential new 
development at this site to 
complement our existing 
high street store in 
Banbury.” 

Seven further units and 
three or four food and drink 
outlets, served by a shuttle 
bus service to the town 
centre, would also be 
developed. 

Parking would be free. 

LxB chief executive Tim 
Walton said a deal was set to 
be signed with Marks & 


Spencer and Next. 

On the other units he 
added: “They are likely to be 
large retailers looking to 
move into Banbury for the 
first time. It opens up a huge 
catchment area for them.” 

The firm hopes it will 
attract shoppers who would 
otherwise travel to places 
like Oxford, Milton Keynes, 
Bicester Village and 
Leamington Spa. 

But Mr Walton said the 
plans would not see Marks & 
Spencer and Next close their 
Banbury town centre stores 
or any other town retailers 
leave for the site. 

He added: “You have 
multiple ways of engaging 
the customer, whether it is 


large sites, smaller sites or 
the Internet.” 

Prodrive chairman and 
chief executive David 
Richards said: “We have had 
positive feedback from all 
quarters.” 

There is strong demand for 
the motor racing technology 
services the firm provides, 
but it was hampered by a 
lack of space, he said. 

About 450 people work on 
the site. 

Banbury and District 
Chamber of Commerce 
chairman Claire Kingsbury 
backed the plan but said: “I 
think there is a feeling 
among the town centre 
retailers of them not being 
quite so positive, but they 


appreciate there are no large 
units in the town centre.” 

Plans to redevelop the 
Gala bingo hall and multi¬ 
storey car park at the town 
centre’s Bolton Road were 
also announced this month. 

Mrs Kingsbury said this 
was aimed at “upmarket” 
retailers and so would 
“complement” the retail park 
plan. 

Chris Chandler, who runs 
Chandler’s cafe in Church 
Lane, said: “If M&S is going 
to stay in the town then 
hopefully it won’t be too 
bad.” 

LxB hopes to submit 
planning applications for the 
Prodrive move and retail 
park in the coming weeks for 


decision by Cherwell District 
Council. 

If successful, it hopes to 
begin relocating Prodrive 
next summer and open the 
retail park in 2014.

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Teen tells of fears for

a ‘lifesaver’ 


A TEENAGER, who credits 
Oxfordshire’s youth service 
with saving his life, has 
expressed his fears over the 
future of the service. 

Jordan Rolfe, 17, said he 
was concerned about changes 
to how the Oxfordshire 
County Council service was 
funded, with centres relying 
more on volunteers. 

He said: “I had a bad past 
and I believe the youth 
service saved my life. 

“About three years ago I 
had problems with drugs and 
alcohol, basically just about 
every drug you can think of. 

“I started going to the 
youth centre and got off the 
drugs and clean and sober. 
But if I hadn’t gone there, I 
think I would have ended up 
either in prison or dead.” 

So inspired was Jordan by 
the youth workers at 
Banbury Youth Centre, he 
has now begun training with 
a view to going into the 
profession himself. 

He joined a 25-strong group 
who went to Parliament

recently to petition MPs to 
sign an Early Day Motion 
calling for a debate on 
support for youth services. 

Council funding was 
withdrawn from 13 youth 
centres, though some form of 
work will continue at all of 
them, thanks to public “Big 
Society” cash. 

The authority has 
continued to fund six further 
centres, Banbury, as well as 
East Oxford, Littlemore, 
Abingdon, Didcot and 
Witney, to tackle issues like 
truancy and substance abuse 

Yet Mr Rolfe said: “I don’t 
want it to be like that when I 
get all the qualifications. 
There are no jobs out there.” 

Sober for two years, the 
North Oxfordshire Academy 
student said: “I was 
struggling at school and they 
helped me with my school 
work. 

“As I was getting off the 
drugs, they were giving me 


something to work on instead 
of getting drunk or stoned. 
They helped me get into 
music. Now I would consider 
myself a semi-professional 
musician.” 

He spoke to hundreds of 
people at a rally at London’s 
Central Methodist Hall. 

He was also part of a 
delegation to Banbury MP 
Tony Baldry, while others 
lobbied Oxford West and 
Abingdon MP Nicola 
Blackwood. 

But Louise Chapman, 
county council cabinet 
member for children, 
education and families, said: 
“I would say to him, do not be 
worried. 

“Banbury has massive 
investment coming to its 
youth centre and we are 
running more youth centres 
across Oxfordshire than we 
ever have.” 

She added: “There will 
always be opportunities for 
fully-qualified youth workers. 
I would tell him to go on and 
go forward.”

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Banbury MP’s anger at new plan 

HS2 route 
‘ludicrous’ 


PROPOSALS for an 
alternative route for the 
planned £33bn High 
Speed Rail link (HS2), 
which would run closer 
to Oxfordshire towns, 
have been attacked by 
MP Tony Baldry. 

It was reported shadow 
transport minister Maria 
Eagle told the Airport 
Operators Association on 
Monday that the London 
Euston-to-Birmingham 
line should follow parts 
of the M40 and Chiltern 
line. 

The Liverpool MP 
thought Heathrow 
airport should be 
connected by HS2. 

It is understood the 
new route would run 
closer to Banbury and 
then link up with the 
original line at 
Leamington Spa or 
Warwick before running 
to Birmingham Airport 
and its city centre. 

But North Oxfordshire

MP Tony Baldry has sent 
a scathing letter to Ms 
Eagle, calling her 
proposal “ludicrous”. 

He said if the route of 
the rail scheme was 
changed it would have a 
“dramatically negative 
impact” on Banbury and 
the surrounding villages. 

Mr Baldry said: “Under 
the Labour Party’s 
proposal, HS2 would 
emerge into the Chilterns 
from a long deep tunnel. 

“But the ludicrous 
nature of the proposed 
route becomes apparent 
in relation to Banbury. 

“This is one of the 
fastest growing towns in 
England, with the 
Chiltern railway line 
running straight through 
it. 

“Iam not entirely sure 
whether the Labour 
Party is suggesting their 


proposed HS2 route runs 
straight through the 
centre of this town, or 
whether they think there 
is spare land between the 
motorway and Banbury, 
but either way the 
suggestion is quite 
simply undeliverable.” 

The current proposal 
for the HS2 route will cut 
across the north-east 
corner of Oxfordshire 
between Finmere and 
Mixbury. 

It follows the line of 
the disused Great Central 
Railway, which closed in 
1966 

Bernie Douglas, 
chairman of anti HS2 
campaign group VoxOpp, 
said: “Our view is if we 
did have high speed rail it 
would be preferable to 
run along an existing 
transport corridor... but 
that does not mean the 
business case or 
environmental case 
stacks up.”

A MAN from Chipping Norton man has been 
charged with a string of distraction burglaries 
in Oxfordshire, Buckinghamshire, Berkshire, 
Northamptonshire, Wiltshire and 
Gloucestershire. 

Police charged 59-year-old William Vinson, 
of Cotswold Terrace, with 11 burglaries, which 
happened between September 2010 and 
October this year. 

Vinson, who was remanded in custody, will 


appear at Oxford Magistrates’ Court on 
November 18. He is accused of burgling homes 
in Hanney Road, Southmoor, on January 7 and 
Whitehall Lane, Checkendon.

On October 18 he is accused of grabbing

Call for transparency 
over chiefs’ payouts

DONATIONS are being 
sought to raise money for 
a street party to he held 
in Banbury to celebrate 
The Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee next year.

BOSSES have remained tight 
lipped over a £100,000 payout 
made to the former head of the 
John Radcliffe Hospital. 

It was also revealed that the 
current chief executive of the 
Oxford Radcliffe Hospitals Trust 
earns £235,000 a year — £90,000 
more than his predecessor. 

Trevor Campbell Davis left the 
role as chief executive of the 
ORH Trust in July 2009, saying 
he had left his position for 
“personal circumstances not 
appropriate to discuss publicly”. 

Later, in a letter to staff, it was 
said Mr Campbell Davis, who 
was paid between £185,000 and 
£190,000 a year, had gone to 
pursue a new international 
healthcare role. 

But, according to recently 
released financial statements for 
2010/2011, Mr Campbell Davis 
was handed a £100,000 payout in 
March for “compensation for 
loss of office”. 

An HMRC spokesman said 
compensation for loss of office 
was paid when employment 
ceased, sometimes before the 
contract had expired. 

The trust refused to comment 
on why the payment was made. 

Emma Boon, from the 
Taxpayers Alliance, said 
Oxfordshire residents needed 
more transparency. 

She said: “Taxpayers have a 
right to know how and why their 
money is being spent. 

“It’s simply not good enough 
for hospital bosses to do the 
equivalent of handing a brown 
bag of cash to a departing chief 
executive with no explanation.

“It’s our money they are 
spending. There will be serious 
disappointment for taxpayers 
that the trust did not seek better 
value for his replacement, hiring 
a new chief executive at a 
massively inflated salary seems 
like very poor value indeed at a 
time when savings need to be 
found.” 

But Dame Fiona Cauldicott, 
chairman of the trust, defended 
current chief executive Sir 
Jonathan Michael’s £235,000-a- 
year salary. 

The average pay for a hospital 
chief executive is £158,800. 

Sir Jonathan Michael joined 
the ORH as its new chief 
executive in April 2010. 

She said: “There are clearly a 


number of factors that influence 
the salary offered for a 
particular role. 

“The key ones are the 
prevailing market rate for a job 
of a similar size and complexity 
and the skills and experience 
that are needed to successfully 
undertake the role. 

“The salary paid to the chief 
executive during 2010/ 2011 is 
within a comparable pay range 
to other large teaching hospitals 
and also to other senior roles 
across the public and private 
sector. 

“Sir Jonathan has brought 
first-class skills and experience 
to the trust and has already 
succeeded in implementing 
changes leading to quality and 
performance improvements.” 

The ORH expects to cut eight 
per cent of its workforce during 
the next year.

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Court ruling gives councils priority creditor status 


Icelandic council 
cash to be repaid 



MILLIONS of pounds 
invested by Oxfordshire 
councils in collapsed 
Icelandic banks will be 
repaid. 

The five Oxfordshire 
councils with money tied 
up in two failed banks 
will get 98 per cent of the 
£21m they invested, after 
a nationwide bid to 
return funds was 
successful. 

The Icelandic Supreme 
Court made the ruling for 
UK councils to have 
priority creditor status 
for failed Landsbanki and 
Glitnir, among the

More people with 
convictions are now 
living in Oxfordshire 



THE number of registered 
sex offenders living in 
Oxfordshire has risen, 
compared to last year’s 
figures. 

Out of Thames Valley’s 960 
registered sex offenders, 282 
live in Oxfordshire, Mappa, 
the Multi-Agency Public 
Protection Arrangements 
body, has reported. 

The Mappa figures, 
published by the Ministry of 
Justice, recorded the number 
of convicted sexual offenders 
in the county on March 31 
this year and show that 0.043 
per cent of Oxfordshire’s 
population of 648,700 were 
registered sex offenders, up 
from 251 at the same time 
last year. 

Elsewhere in the Thames 
Valley region, there were 259 
registered sex offenders in 
Berkshire West, 151 in 
Buckinghamshire, 138 in 
Milton Keynes and 130 in 
Berkshire East. 

The report also found that 
in the Thames Valley as a 
whole, there were 357 violent 
offenders and 18 other 
dangerous offenders being 
monitored. 

Paul Gillbard, of Thames 
Valley Probation Service, 
said: “The first thing to say is 
what we do to manage each 
case depends what risk the

individual is assessed to be. 

“The worst offenders will 
be subject to the Sex 
Offenders’ Register and they 
will have more police 
attention.” 

Under the so-called Sarah’s 
Law, parents can also apply 
to the police to find out if 
someone in contact with 
their son or daughter is a 
registered sex offender. 

Figures were not available 
for the number of parents 
requesting disclosures about 
sex offenders in Oxfordshire, 
but Mr Gillbard said: “I know 
that the numbers are very, 
very small. 

“Although it’s a positive 
development to have this 
available to parents, it has 
been used in a relatively 
small number of cases.” 

Those on the Sex 
Offenders’ Register are 
automatically monitored by 
Mappa. 

In other cases, such as 
those who have committed 
serious and violent domestic 
abuse, the prison service can 
refer criminals for 
management by Mappa. 

Mappa is made up of the 
the police, probation and 
prison services.

Fosterers care for 
abandoned kittens

FOUR tiny kittens, which 
were found dumped in a 
carrier bag in a Banbury 
garden, are now being 
cared for by RSPCA foster 
parents. 

Sadie, Sally, Tinkerbell 
and Alonzo were just ten 
days old when they were 
abandoned in a front 
garden in Lennox 
Gardens earlier this 
month. 

The RSPCA was called 
in and now a foster carer 
has been found to hand- 
feed the three-week-old 
kittens every two hours. 

RSPCA Inspector Luke 
Hughes said: “These poor 
kittens were extremely 
young. If they had not 
been found so quickly, 
they could have died. It is 
just heartbreaking to 
think that they were 
dumped in a plastic bag,

like a piece of rubbish. 

“We would appeal to 
anyone who may know 
the owner of these kittens 
to contact the RSPCA 
immediately.” 

Ruth Cross, the animal 
charity’s branch manager, 
added: “They were a little 
bit run down because at 
that age they need to be 
fed every two hours. 

“But they have pulled 
around with some TLC. 
They are doing OK at the 
moment.” 

She added: “As you can 
see from this incident, 
fosterers play a vital part 
role in helping animals in 
need. Anyone interested 
in signing up to become a 
fosterer is urged to 
contact the branch.” 


When the kittens are 
old enough they will be 
rehomed. Oxfordshire 
animal charities have 
seen a rise in abandoned 
animals this year. 

Staff at the Oxfordshire 
Animal Sanctuary in 
Stadhampton said they 
were now looking after 
180 abandoned cats, 
compared to 80 last year, 
and more than double the 
number of rabbits. 

The sanctuary has 
taken on an extra staff 
member to deal with the 
influx. 

And the Blue Cross 
centre in Burford said it 
was dealing with a greater 
number of dogs as well.

Region’s crime figures drop by eight per cent 


STATISTICS published by the 
Home Office showed crime across 
the Thames Valley Police force 
area dropped by more than eight 
per cent this year. 

The figures for July 2010 to 
June 2011 show there were 
166,333 crimes reported - 16,024 
fewer compared to the same 
period a year earlier. 

Officers dealt with 32,869 
reports of violence against a 
person, 2,096 sexual offences, 
2,025 robberies and 20,627 


burglaries during the last year. 

The number of sex attacks 
recorded in the Thames Valley 
area fell by nine-and-a-half per 
cent, with 2,096 cases this year 
compared to 2,316 during the 
same period the previous year. 

But drug crime rose by just 
over two per cent, with a total of 
7,335 cases reported this year. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
Francis Habgood said: “The 
latest figures show another 
welcome reduction in crime 


across the Thames Valley and as 
always, it is encouraging to see 
the more serious categories of 
crime, such as sexual offences, 
violent crime and robberies, on 
the decline. 

“This performance is down to 
the hard work and commitment 
of officers and staff, as well as 
the continuing support from our 
local communities, who have 
shown a real dedication to 
helping with the fight against 
crime.”

Victim tells of late-night assault

Compare that achievement with what happens to thousands 
of slimmers who lose weight with a famous chain of slimming 
clubs in the USA. The consumer magazine ‘Which’ wrote to 
a number of their successful slimmers, the slimmers who 


had actually achieved their goal weight, and asked them 
one simple question. “What happened to your weight in the 
twelve months after you achieved your goal weight?” 

Some 30,000 ‘successful’ slimmers responded to the survey 
and the result was this. 93% of those slimmers had put back 
all of the weight that they had lost and were now heavier 
than when they started their diet. 

Depressing isn’t it? Now I don’t want that to happen to you 
so there are two things we need to learn from that survey. 
The first is that in the long term ‘Dieting doesn’t work’ and 
the second is that unless you can change your attitude 
towards food you will never achieve the figure you want. 

DIET TIP 

I am sure you have heard of the dieting phrase ‘Breakfast 
like a King, Lunch like a prince, Dine like a pauper!’, but to 
be honest I had never paid it much attention. Perhaps you 
are the same? It sounds too simple to be effective? 

However, my perception changed when I met George and 
Margaret, a couple living in Stourbridge who told me that 
they had lost 3 stones between them in the past year without 
changing a thing. They ate the same food and did the same 
amount of exercise as the previous year so they could not 
understand why they had lost the weight. 

“You must have changed something”, I told them. “Weight 
does not come off by accident”. They shook their heads. 
“Mind you” said George, “I did change my Job so that I 
could work closer to home”. Discussing this further it turned 
out that George now lives close enough to go home for 
lunch so his wife does them both a cooked lunch and they 
now have a light tea in the evening. They eat exactly the 
same meals as before but have swopped what they eat for 


lunch and dinner. So by eating more earlier in the day and a 
lot less later, the weight had dropped off without any change 
in their diet or activity levels at all. 

What a simple change but one that many of my clients over 
the years have found very difficult to accomplish. The habit 
of sitting down for a cooked evening meal is a difficult one 
to break for many women. Difficult or not, it is something 
you should try. Let’s face it, anything is better than following 
a diet surely? 

EXERCISE 4 

This exercise is for your outer thighs. It is designed to firm 
and tone the muscles we call your abductors. Lie on the 
floor. Lie on your left side with your left leg bent and your 
right leg extended. Flex your right foot then raise your right 
leg as far as possible then hold for the count of seven before 
lowering slowly to the count of five. 

Repeat no more than 10 to 12 times then repeat with the 
opposite leg. 

Next time we will look at an exercise which will improve the 
Bust.

Belgian artist Georges 
Remi under the pen name 
Herge, Tintin first sprang to life on 
the page in 1929 in the gung-ho 
adventure Tintin In The Land Of 
The Soviets. 

The plucky reporter with the 
distinctive ginger quiff has 
travelled the world, uncovering 
dastardly deeds with his intrepid 
pooch, Snowy, by his side. 

Now, thanks to Oscar-winning 
film-makers Steven Spielberg and 
Peter Jackson, the iconic character 
enters the 21st century using state- 
of-the-art motion capture, which 
translates actors’ movements into 
the performances of incredibly 



detailed digital characters. 

The Adventures Of Tintin: The 
Secret Of The Unicorn is the 
opening salvo of a proposed 
trilogy, amalgamating the plots of 
The Crab With The Golden Claws, 
The Secret Of The Unicorn and Red 
Rackham's Treasure. 

Spielberg directs the first film 
and it's a breathlessly entertaining 
romp, littered with eye-popping 
action set pieces that would simply 
be unthinkable - not to mention 
astronomically expensive - as live 
action. 

A dizzying motorcycle chase 
through the winding alleys of a 
Moroccan marketplace is 
accomplished in a single take and 
Captain Haddock’s penchant for 
booze provides the hilarious spark 
for an explosive bi-plane flight. 

A terrific animated opening, 
reminiscent of Catch Me If You 
Can, introduces us to reporter 
Tintin (Jamie Bell), who buys a 
model ship and is plunged into a 
centuries-old mystery involving 


Ivan Ivanovitch Sakharine (Daniel 
Craig). 

Ivan asks Tintin to name his 
price for the boat but the reporter 
refuses to sell, sensing the wooden 
vessel is far more valuable. 

Sure enough, a cryptic 
conundrum lies within, revealing 
that “only a true Haddock will 
discover the secret of The 
Unicorn”. 

Blistering barnacles! 

Assisted by his trusty pooch, 
Tintin searches for more clues, 
meeting booze-sodden Captain 
Haddock (Andy Serkis), whose 
family history holds the key to the 
mystery of a cursed shipwreck. 

The Adventures Of Tintin: The 
Secret Of The Unicorn is a hoot, 
and the script, co-written by Peter 
Moffat, Edgar Wright and Joe 
Cornish, delivers some big laughs - 
such as when Captain Haddock 
reveals that one of his crew has no 
eyelids. 

“Aye, it was a card game to 
remember!” growls the salty sea 


dog. However, all of Spielberg’s 
directorial brio and the gorgeous 
visuals cannot distract from the 
lack of characterisation. 

The film relies entirely on 
nostalgia, providing no back story 
about Tintin or any of his friends 
and foes, other than what is 
pertinent to the mystery of The 


Unicorn. Like most thrill rides, 
we’re giddy during the film, caught 
up in the action but once the film 
ends, there’s that nagging feeling 
that something is amiss: heart and 
soul. 

Perhaps Tintin will unearth both 
in the second film, pencilled for 
release in 2013.

Warning as HIV is on the rise 



Victim living in the shadow of HIV 


THE number of people 
living with HIV in 
Oxfordshire has more 
than doubled in the 
past nine years, new 
figures show. 

Latest figures from 
the Oxford Radcliffe 
Hospitals NHS Trust 
show there are now are 
458 people with the 
immune system 
disease, compared to 
186 in 2002 - a rise of 
146 per cent. 

Doctors say the rise 
is partly down to a 
greater awareness of 
symptoms leading to a 
higher rate of 
diagnosis, along with 
better treatment that 
prolongs the onset of 
deadly AIDs. 

But while HIV was 
once seen as a death 
sentence for its victims, 
researchers at the 
University of Bristol 
have found the life 
expectancy of an 
average 20-year old 
infected with HIV has 
increased from 30 years 
in 1996-9 to almost 46 
years in 2006-8. 

Jake North, not his 
real name, was told he 
would not live past 30 
when he was diagnosed 
aged 21 after a night of 
unsafe sex. 

The 37-year-old from 
Oxfordshire, who is bi¬ 


sexual, said: “Friends 
enjoyed the risk of 
unsafe sex and I 
decided to try it. I 
didn’t know the guy, or 
even his name, and it 
was just one time - but 
that one time gave me 
HIV.” 

He said: “About three 
months after that night 
of unsafe sex I 
contracted a rash and 
flu-like symptoms and I 
went to my doctor. 
When he took me 
somewhere different 
than normal to give me 
my results I knew it 
was bad news. And 
when he said I was HIV 
positive I just went 
numb. 


“I was 21 and it 
seemed like my life was 
over.” 

The news sent him 
careering off the rails 
and into drug abuse, 
using “club drugs” like 
ecstasy, speed and acid, 
of which he is now 
clean. 

Seven years after 
diagnosis he told his 
parents he had HIV. 

Mr North said: “They 
were very distressed 
and angry. But they 
and my friends have 
given me so much 
support.” 

He takes an Atripla 
pill each day and says 
while this is combating 
the disease, it has 


caused side effects 
including depression, 
fatigue, low appetite 
and stomach problems. 

He said: “I no longer 
feel HIV controls my 
life or defines me but it 
still makes me mad 
people are taking risks 
and contracting HIV. 

“I see it as a 
responsibility of mine 
to warn people and 
even scare people into 
safe sex.” 

Mr North vowed 
when he was diagnosed 
that no one would ever 
get HIV from him - and 
said no one ever had. 

The latest HIV 
figures are for March 
2010. 

Figures from the 
Health Protection 
Agency show 83 people, 
aged 15 to 59, were 
accessing HIV-related 
care in Cherwell last 
year. 

Sarah Rowland- 
Jones, a consultant in 
infectious diseases, 
said: “People do what 
they always do. Maybe 
20 years ago there was 
a big campaign and 
everybody was really 
careful. 

“Now maybe people 
are thinking it is not 
that bad, it can be 
treated so let’s not 
worry about it.”

W hen you are building 
a ‘global’ car to com¬ 
pete in the fastest- 
growing area of the 
new car market worldwide, 
there must be an awful tempta¬ 
tion to produce a design that 
offends no one. 

Cute conservative styling, 
lack-lustre handling and an 
instantly-forgettable anonymity 
might be seen as the way to 
ensure sales from India to 
Africa, Australia to the USA. 

Chevrolet clearly decided that 
it would play a much higher risk 
strategy with the aggressively- 
styled Spark. 

Because although this car is 
small, it has a big stand-out-in- 
the-crowd personality. 

And unlike some of its small 
car competitors, it stands a 
much better chance of clinching 
sales among the more demand¬ 
ing drivers in Europe. 

The edgy looks which cloak 
the five-door, five-seater are 
backed up by a classy, well-pack¬ 
aged interior, that is a genuine 
surprise in such a small car. 

Although the Korean- 
designed car is the successor to

the Matiz, it is a sleeker, much 
more sophisticated act. 

And that shines through on 
the road. The car has taut, 
responsive, predictable handling 
and low wind noise. 

Priced from about £7,000, the 
Spark has a choice of 1.0-litre 
and 1.2-litre petrol engines, both 
matched to a five-speed gearbox. 

The test car, powered by the 
larger 81 horsepower unit, is 
both nippy and nimble round 
town, yet surefooted at higher 
speeds, though road noise builds 
steadily as speed increases. 

Inside, the focal point of the 
cabin is the motorcycle-style 
instrument ‘pod’, which sits on 
top of the steering column. The 
analogue speedometer is backed 
up by a sports motorcycle-style 
digital rev counter, backlit by 
‘ice blue’ lighting when the 
headlights are turned on. 

Another smart feature is the 
centre console which houses the 
radio, heating, ventilation and 
air conditioning controls in one 
place, leaving the fascia unclut¬ 
tered. 


The heating and ventilation 
controls have a surround which 
lights up in ice blue to match the 
instrument panel at night.
